till I can invent another, which they will, no doubt, 
Steal in its turn. Don't mistake me. I don't com 
plain of the theft, but Iam distressed at the in- 
gratitude of its perpetrators.” Regarding the 
sincerity of the Jingo utterances, he reminded his 
hearers of the indignation and virulence of the 
Tories when Germany annexed a piece of New 
Guinea under the Liberal Ministry. Now,“ said 
he, “without a word ef protest Germany is allowed 
to seize territories of the Sultanin Zanzibar, our 
ally, worth a dozen New Gulneas.
